On Monday, June 2nd, Can¬ 
ada’s War Loan campaign opens 
Lined up to assist in putting ov¬ 
er this gigantic enterprise across 
the Dominion are capable, will¬ 
ing and patriotic Canadians; 
men and women who realize 
that to be free and to protect 
our democracy, we must sacrif¬ 
ice & help in keeping our govern 
ment supplied with funds with 
which to purchase the ammunit 
ion, armaments and supplies 
needed for the prosecution of 
the war. 

As a build up for the Loan 
campaign, a Victory torch cer¬ 
emony was held in Victoria last 
Saturday, and after that cer¬ 
emony, the torch was put aboard 
a bomber and taken to Vancou¬ 
ver, B C., and since that time 
has been in Lethbridge, Calgary 
Edmonton and Medicine Hat in 
Alberta, and is now in Saskatch 
ewan on its way to Eastern Can¬ 
ada, and thence to Great Brit¬ 
ain for presentation to Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill. 

In each centre where the 
torch stops ceremonies are held 
and included in the program 
which features prayers for 
peace and patriotic addreses the 
following solemn pledge is made 
by assembled throngs: 

‘T hereby declare my belief 
in Almighty God and reaffirm 
my loyalty and Allegiance to 
ITis Majesty the King, and fur 
tlier declare my support of Brit 
ish institutions. 

“I pledge myself and my all 
to bold the Torch on high, and 
to march shoulder to shoulder 
with the United Kingdom and 
her Allies in our righteous 
cause to Victory and enduring- 
peace.” 

Every Canadian should take 
this iff edge to heart. We should 
consider it with respect to the 
forthcoming Loan. It is our duty 
and privilege to subscribe to 
the limit in this loan. The Gov¬ 
ernment is making it possible for 
Dies? tc be purchased on the in¬ 
stalment plan, and before any¬ 
one says they cannot purchase a 
bond, they should acquaint them 


selves very thoroughly with the 
conditions on which purchase 
may be made and see if there 
is not some way. Comittee men 
will make it their business to 
explain all the details to the 
people whom they contact and 
we, the people should make it 
our business to render all poss¬ 
ible assistance. 

A public program is planned 
for Monday, Jun e 2nd, to launch 
the campaign for this Loan, 
and during the program at 
least, and ixissibly for the entire 
afternoon business houses will 
be closed, and the schools will 
also declare a half holiday. 

A parade is planned, and the 
High School Art classes are 
making posters of notables of 
the earth, including Herr Hitler 
and banners which will be car¬ 
ried in a mammoth parade 
which will precede the program 
to be held at th e Town Hall coi¬ 
ner. This parade and demonst¬ 
ration is expected to lie the 
biggest thing of its kind and ev¬ 
eryone is invited to join in putt¬ 
ing it over. 

Included in the program nu¬ 
mbers will be music by the High 
School band making its priem- 
iere appearance, congragational 
singing, solo numbers and 
speeches, which will include 
speech from some member ~ 
flie Lethbridge committee if ar¬ 
rangements can b e made. Com¬ 
plete details ar e not known as 
yet and therefore cannot be in¬ 
cluded in this issue. 

To inaugurate the Victory Loan 
locally at 2 p.m. the High and 
Public School students will meet 
at the Opera House and parade 
with flags and banners to Ceno¬ 
taph for program featuring band 
music and patriotic songs. 

An outline of the Victory Loan 
v/ill be made by Unit Organizer 
Jas. H. Walker, to be followed 
by a demonstration by the local 
Field Park Co., under the direc¬ 
tion of Staff Sergt. Dyson.

There comes a time in the 
lives of most men when they 
come face to face with reality 
and cannot dodge it. Such a 
time has arrived for every man 
and woman in Canada who has 
a sum of money over and above 
that needed for ordinary expen¬ 
ditures.

BEING SOWN 

36 farmers in the Shepard 
Municipality, just east of Cal¬ 
gary, have taken delivery of 
their forage crop seed distribut 
ed unde r the Provincial-Mun¬ 
icipal Forage Crop Policy. 

Included in the seed for this 
Municipality are: Promo Grass. 
Alfalfa, Crested Wheat Grass 
and Sweet Clover. 

District Agriculturist. B. J. 
Whitbread, of Calgary, has been 
busy assisting the farmers with 
thei r plans for seeding these 
crops. Many of them have had 
little experience in the growing 
of forage crops and require as¬ 
sistance respecting the choice 
of suitable land and proper seed, 
ing methods. 

The development of perman¬ 
ent pastures and hay meadows 
tlirough sowing down land to 
forage crops is, of course, one 
phase of the Wheat Acreage 
Reduction Program, but it is 
also a sound farming practice. 
Not only are better pastures 
and feed supplies provided, but 
fibre is added to the soil and 


POISONOUS WEEDS AND 

LIVE STOCK 

It has been estimated that 
there are niore losses of cattle 
and sheep from poisonous plants 
than any other single factor. 

During the dry sping when 
grass growth is slow, live stock 
are attracted to low ground 
here the grass is more succul¬ 
ent and green. In such low sect¬ 
ions some poisonous plants are 
found. Water Hemlock is espec¬ 
ially common in such areas, and 
if pastures contain this weed, 
they should be fenced off if 
possible. 

By allowing live stock to have 
free access to salt at all tim. s, 
they will not develop a depraved 
appetite and will, therefore, not 
go in search of new plants, 
which may be poisonous In 
them .Access to salt and a little 
care in the management of the 
pasture may prevent losses of 
valuable live stock.

Riven against including inflam¬ 
mable substances in the mails, 
Hon. William P. Mulock, K. C., 
Postmaster-General, states that 
this dangerous and illegal prac¬ 
tice is still continuing. 

Although the Canadian Postal 
Corps authorities report that 
the recent warning against en¬ 
closing matches in soldiers’ par 
cels has evidently had the desir 
ed effect, cigarette lighter fluid 
is still being mailed in consider¬ 
able quantities and on one single 
day this month, eight tins, 
which had been listed on the ac¬ 
companying Customs Declara¬ 
tion forms, were removed from 
parcels at the Base Post Office. 
Ottawa. 

1 he Public are advised that cig¬ 
arette-lighter fluid must not be 
sent through the mails. The dan 
ger of doing so, especially under 
war time conditions must be ap¬ 
parent, for should this substance 
ignite it might cause great loss 
io the mails o r postal premises, 
and if i n transit, to the mail 
train or the ship; as well as in¬ 
jury to postal employees.
